It was in this manner that 
Rome scored two of their touchdowns. 


The next Saturday, October 19, Rome was the victim of bad breaks 
Although we were leading by a score of 3-0, a bad kick gave Watertown 


the ball on our 10-yard line with one minute to go. After three unsuccessful 


attempts through the line and only 35 seconds left of the game, Watertown 
threw the pass that spelled defeat for Rome. The point was kicked, giving 
the Golden Cyclones the game, 7-3. During all the excitement the football 
was lost and the game was held up with 21 seconds left. There was time 
tor one play which nearly netted a touchdown. Despite the score all of us 
admitted it was a game to remember. 


Following a week of rest bur still stinging from the beating suffered from 
Watertown, Rome traveled to Oneida and laced them by the score of 19-0. 
The game fairly sparkled with power. Rome threw only three passes. The 
test of the game was strictly power. Behind a stalwart line Armand Cian- 
chetti blasted the Oneida line to shreds. 


The next week the 50th anniversary of the Rome-Utica classic took place 
at the Colonels’ ball field.
